machine, a plurality of different coexisting credential provider modules, each said 
credential provider module configured to perform a translation of a respectively different 
type of credential received at a different type of input device in communication with the 
local machine for translating the respectively different types of credentials into a 
common credential protocol, the common credential protocol being compatible with the 
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native OS of the local machine, each said credential provider module logs a user on 
with the native OS on the local machine via the logon Ul to access the local machine
